It has taken 
them a long time to wake tm, but 
the steadily growing Sodal-Demo-

would be elected by the people by direct vote instead of by the state 
legi.slatures. Time after time the national house of representatives has 
approved pro]>osed constitutional antrndments looking to this reform 
only to have tlirm pigeon-holed by the senate. Yet the contfituiion pro¬ 
vides t’'at amendments to thcconstituleion can be made in only two ways. 

()nc way is to luve two-thirds of both liouses of congress approve the 
proposed ttocudment and submit it to the vote of the legislatures of 
all states, three-fourths of which must ajiprove it in order for it to 
become efTective. The other way'is for two-thirds of the legislatures 
to propose an amendment, which must, to Iwcome effective, he ap- 
prove<l by three quarters of tlie legislatures, or by time qii u ters of 
the .stale constitutional conventions, provided congress shall <lecide to 
submit the amendment to conventions in.stcad of legislatures: 

The constitution-makers were afraid the poor would plunder the 
rich if it were made too easy for tlie people to revise the constitution. 
Tliey desired to make it difficult to anicnd the constitution. .They suc- 
ccctleil. The constitution has liecn amended 15 times. The first 10 
amendments were submitted at the time the original constitution was 
put to a vote of the people. The eleventh amendment was .submitted 
in 171J4 and the twelfth in 1803. Tlie last three aniembncnts, growing 
out of the civil war were sulmiitteil in 1865.-66—69. 

The (loint is that in planning to make it difficult to amend the 
constitution, the r?*liers of our country ovenlid themselvc-. They 
could not see tliat in a century the rich woultf be so strong that the 
constitution, in.stead of aiming to prevent the poor from plundering 
the rich, slioni'j attcmig to prevent the rich from pluodcring the 
poor. .And lieing unalile to forsct what lias come to (ass,., they have 
left us in a perilous position. VVe can not chanM our ovSn constitu¬ 
tion without getting the consent not only of the house of representa¬ 
tives. blit of two thirds of the senators that represent the plutocracy 
of the country. Or else we must get the consent of two thirds of the 
legislatures that elect these pluttKratic senators and are therefore con¬ 
trolled by the same interests that control the senators. And the omin¬ 
ous feature of the whole arrangement is tliat with the exception of the 
two amendments notetl. which were adopted soon after the original 
constitntion and liefore the great corporations of b>day_ -were in 
existance:-no amemhnent to the constitution lias ever becnintadc except 
as the result of war. J 

See how much more sensibly they do such" things in .fewil/icrland, 
where tli«- have the initiative, if a" small pcrceiil^e df'file Swiss 
voters petition for an amendment to the constitution, life national 
legislature is coini>elled to draw up such an amcndm«.at slnd'snbmit it 
to the people, who if they choose, may adopt it. If we .h^' thc same 
power, how long do you believe it would be liefore we -Ivouhl have 
constitutional anKiidnieiits tliat would permit us to tax ttii^.’comes of 
the rich anil elect our own Unitetl States senators? .AnffH \.'e also 
had the right to enact -such other laws as congress would Hoilenat.* for 
us, how long do you siqipose it would be before we would own r.il- 
roadt-, express lines, telegraph and telephone services antpjierliaps oui 
coal mines? Other nations own all these things now. VVo’tk) not be¬ 
cause those who do own them also own our legislators atpl will not 
let the men wliom we foolishly elect to office for them give us the 
law! we want. Vet the people of every little canton in Switzerland can 
make for themselves such laws as they want provided their legislators 
will not iTUikc them. 

Tlic Swiss .|)eoplc have another measure that the Socialists want 
this country to have—the "Referendum"—the powCT of the people to 
veto bills passed by their bw-making bodies if they care to do so. 
In Switzerland, no law of a certain class vitally effecting the people 
can go into cfTcct until three months after its enactment. In the 
meantime, the ficople luve an opportunity to consider it and if there 
be a suffleiant op|Hisition, a small percentage of the qualified 
electors, varying from 5 to 14 per cent, may petition to have 
the law submitted to a vote of the people. Mina yon, up to this 
time, the law has not gone into cfTcct The pt^lc. hold tjie reins. If 
a majority approve the law it liecfimcs effective. Otherwise it goes 
where our Icgisbtors now put most of our bills—into the rebhish heap. 

In this country wc are annually paying the railroads 32 times as 
much for carrj-ing our letters .■w the railroads charge the expresss 
companies for carrying the same weight. We are also aanuallv paying 
the railroads a rental for mail cars llial amounts each year to the value 
of the cars thcmsei.-«—and the car.s bst from ao to 35 vears. We are 
giving the trusts tariff privileges that enable them to ship their goods 
half way around the earth and sell them to foreipiers for less than 
they eliarge us for them here at home. Would it nave been difft-rml 
if the peotile had had an opportunity to vote rm these bW» before they 
went into effect, and velojhem if they desired? 

Rut Senator Lodge, of Massachusetts said in a speech at Brock- 
line, Mass, in 1995 tliat it would be "un-.Atnerican” to tavc the referen¬ 
dum in this country—the grafters always believe that it wooM be "im- 
.American” for the people to liave anything they realjy 'accd. And 
there are others who argue that while die referendtun .is yll right for 
a small country like Switzerland'it would be entirely out, of place in 
a large country like the United States. Such critics usually contend 
thst the possession of the power to pass or repeal b>^ tbfj^ others had 
passed, would result in a contmnotu series of special election.',. We 
will consider first the objection that Uic principle of the referendum is 
un-American. 

Tlic New Intenialional Encyclojietlui says: 

"In tlie United States, the referendum is employed, in one form 
or another, in every state and in every municipality. Very early in 
our history it became an established principle of Amcricaa'law that all 
state constitutions and proposed amerKiments should depend for their 


It is hartfiy worth while to pass a bad law when foe peopfo can vote it 
before it goes into effect 

So it is foBy to say that the referendum Is "un-American,or 
that it keeps the people who have it voting all the time. Socialists 
merely praise that we have the privilege of voting on the imforlant 
bills as well as the unimportant one^ We are more concerned about the 
tniJlion dollar grafts tlian we arc ateut the bonding of school districts 
to build school houses. 

For the reasons that have been given, Socialists are quite sure 
that the owoersliip of all the mills, foctories, railroads and every other 
thing collectively used in. the production of wealth by bbor would not 
resmi in more corruption, but in no corruption. And they are also 
quite sure that no combine of Kovenunetnt officers could build 'np~a 
political machine to perpetuate themselves in power while they plunder 
the people. . « 

It IS not however entirely to prevent corruption that Sodalists 
advocate the ownership by the people, throu^ the government of the 
great toob that nmdem workingmen use to produce wealth.

Tlie new lawmakers might Iwtray you, just 
as llu: old ones tlid—they frc<iucntly do. Or you could try to i.vcrthrow 
llir pwcniuu-nt hy force of arms, if you could find enough ( thers wlio 
wanted to pitmge’tlic amnlry into civil war. .And you do Tot want 
war .HIV iworc than wc Socbli.sts do—^you are as peaceful as we a.’c, 
and like us, want only to he [icrmitted to live and work at peac** and 
not Ik- rolilx'd of what you pnxhicc. 

■Now mind yi«t, wc contend ths.t ihe public ownership of tlic means 
of production and dislrilHition of w-ealth would prevent all of this 
kind of dishonesty by removing the incentive tliat now causes it. 
Hut w-c also t,-ikc into consideration the fact that Icgisbtors who are not 
dishonest, and who have no incentive tu be so, may yxt be stupid; they 
may not realize what the peoiile should have so well as the jxmjile 
tlicmsclves may know; or they make serious blunders by passing bills 
tlttit the peiqile do not want to become bws. And t'esiring, as we do, 
tliat we shall have a government that shall mirror the desires of the 
[leojilc as faithfully as a (ibcid lake mirrors the trees on its shore, 
wc have providcil for tliq^ possible occasional shortcomings on the 
jiarl of those wlxi will make our bws. 

Here is w-liat we propose: 

VVe Would have the constitution of the nation, of every state and 
tlie charter of every city provide that the peojile, if they should so 
desire, might vote directly on bills that they wished to liecumc laws 
and that wlien approved by a majority of tlic voters, such bills should 
become bws without any action on the part of the congress, sbte 
legislature, or inuniciiial council. 

W’c wajiilil also give the people the constitutioail right to vote 
on any bill already passed by any legisbtive bcxly and repeal it if 
a majority of the voters did not want the law to he enforced. 

•Vnd 'we would furthermore pve the peo-ple the right to recall 
any officer before the expiration of his term of office and elect a new 
officer in his pbce. provided a majority should decide to flo so. 

Tlsese measures are contained in every national Socblist platform 
and are known as the ‘TniCative," meaning the right of the jxxmle to 
jiass bws for themselves if their bwmakers be negligent; the "Refer¬ 
endum.” meaning the right of the people to have bws already passed 
ref erred to them to be vetoed or upheld, at the peojile might cnootc;

Nor does any intelligent man 
longer believe in the panacea of 
electing soo^ailed “good ram” to 
ofliee. IMenly of “good men” 
have been corrupted by tbe bad 
B}-stem wbich they have trinl to 
patch np and regulate. All high- 
sound'mg clamor by capitalist par¬ 
ties about business principles, 
“good men,” etc., is simply s dis¬ 
honest bid for votes and is dic¬ 
tated by capitalist class interest. 
U\isincss rorrupts politics. 
Sociai-Democrata Have the Mew 
Social Oonicienoe. 

The Social-Democratic party 
goes to the root of the evil. So¬ 
cialism will some day entirely re¬ 
move the causes, and they will 
ouly disappear t<> the extent tliat 
we introduce Socialism. -And the 
Soeial-Deraocrats, having this goal 
in view, possess the new social 
conscience. Of the many Social- 
Democrats elected in (.ienuany, 
Prance, England and Austria 
hardly one has ever fallen by the 
wayside. We can also proudly 
pcLji to tbe record of the Social 
Democrats elected in this city in 
this respect—not eveu our enemies 
dare to deny their aenipulous in¬ 
tegrity.
